CHAPTER 225.

" AN ACT relating to the terms of the county court of Milwau-
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kee county, and amendatory of section two thousand four
hundred and sixty.nine of the revised statutes of 1878.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented tn senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SecrioN 1. That portion of said section two thou-
sand four hundred and sixty-nine relating to the terms
of the county court of the county of Milwaukee, is
ameuded so as to read as follows: The terms of the
county court of the county of Milwaukee shall be
held on the first Monday of February, the second
Monday of March, the second Monday of Muy, the
first Monday of June, the first Monday of Septeraber,
the first Monday of November, and the first Moanday
of December. No jury shall be summouned for either
of said terms, except for those appointed to be held
oo the second Monday of March and on the first Mon-
day in June, September and December.

SecrioN 2. All acts and parts of acts in conflict
with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed.

SectioN 3. This act sball take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 226.

AN ACT to amend sections four and five, chapter two hundred
and three laws of Wisconsin for 1878, entitled, “An act to pro-
vide for laying out, establishing snd building a state road
from the city of Centralia, in the county of Wood, to Knowl-
ton, in the county of Marathon.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senats
and assemdly, do enact as follows :

SectioN 1. No part of the drainage fund belonging
to or to be hereafter apportioned to the several towns
through which said highway shall run, shall be used to
defray the expenses of laying out, establishing or con-
structing eaid bhighway under the provisions of said
ch?pter two hundred and three, laws of Wisconsin for
1878.
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SecTiON 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 227.

AN ACT to amend sections one, two, three and four of chapter
six of chapter one hundred and eighty-four of the laws of 1874,
entitled an act to revise, consolidate and amend the charter of
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the city of Milwaukee, approved February 20, 1852, and the

several acts amendatory thereof, in relation to the taking of

property for streets and other public purposes in said city.
The people of the state of Wisconsin represented in senate

and assembly, do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. Section one of chapter six of chapter
one hundred and eighty-four of the laws of 1874 is

hereby amended so as to read as follows: Section 1.1

The commoa council shall bave power tolay out public
squares, grounds, streets and alleys, and to extend, en-
large and widen or vacate the same, as follows: Any
ten or more freeholders residing in auy ward may, by
petition, represent to the common council that it is nec-
essary to take certain lands within the ward where such
petitioners reside, for public use, for the purpose of
laying out, extending, enlarging or widening a public
square, ground, street or alley, setting forth in such pe-
tition the courses, distance, metes and bounds of the
lands proposed to be taken, together with the names
and residences of the owners of such premises, so far as
the same shall be known to the petitioners, and praying
that such lands may be taken for such purpose accord-
ing to law. Every person signing such petition shall
write after his signature a brief description of his real
estate which makes him such freeholder, or of some part
thereof, and of the place ot his residence in the city, and
shall make and annex to such petition his affi lavit that
he is a resident and freeholder in said ward, and that
the names and residences of the owners of the lands
proposed to be taken, so far as they are known to him,
are correctly set forth in such petition, and such signer
making such affidavit shall thereupon be taken to be
such resident and freeholder, and the names aod resi-
deunces of the owners of the lands proposed to be taken
shall be deemed to be correctly stated in such petition,
8o far as the names and residences of such owners are
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
